FACTORS MUST BE CONSIDERED 
IN CASH PLANNING

Have you ever been un- 
expectedly caught short of 
cash and had to suffer the 
embarrassment of having to 
rush out and get a quick loan? 
Or does it always seem that 
one month you have suffi- 
cient cash, but the next not 
enough? The cause of these 
problems may be uneven 
cash flows in you business, 
Cash flow is the flow of mo- 
ney into a business from 
sales and the flow of money 
out of the business when ex- 
penses are paid. 

Some businessmen make 
the common mistake of as- 
suming that the inflow in a 
given period of time (such 
as a month) is going to be 
sufficient to cover all the 
expenses in the same per- 
iod,- Often this is not the 


case, even though the mo-

There are several reasons 
for the uneven cash flows, 
One os the reasons is the 
time difference between the

ment from the customer on 
his account, 


For proper.cash manage- 
ment, the businessman must 
(1) estimate how much and 
when his cash inflows (cash 
sales and payments on acc- 
ount) will be and (2) estimate 
the amount and timing of his 
expenses (to include all cash 
expenses), This can usually 
be done on a monthly basis 
and when the month’s inflows 
are compared with the 
month’s expenses, the 
month’s cash excess or de- 
ficit can be determined, Fi- 
nally, if several month’s are 
estimated at the same time, 


it can be seen that an ex- 
cess in one month may have 
to be saved and not spent 
because of a shortage in one 
of the later months, 

Finally, in using the cash 
planning two more factors 
must be considered. First, 
the business must keep a 
cash reserve on hand at all 
times to cover unexpected 
emergencies or business op- 
portunities. Lastly, the use 
of this method of cash ma- 
nagement will allow the bu- 
siness to have a sensible 
borrowing plan. If it can 
be seen in advance that the 
business will need a short 
term loan to finance its sa- 
les, there will be ample 
time to shop around for the 
loan and to make arrange- 
ments for the loan before it 
is needed,

Just last week Dean, who 
keeps a very accurate re- 
cord, came in with the fi- 


gures which showed that 
our average yeild in Coffee 
County in 1971 was 2027 
pounds per acre on 25,119 
acres, Of course, this 
isn’t nearly as good as 
Houston or Geneva Coun- 
ties, but our Coffee County 
farmers are very proud of 
this record, 


GRASS 

Dr. J. W. Gossett of our 
Auburn University staff 
said recently that he had 
never seen a successful 
brood cow operation that 
did not have a good pasture 
program. [remember alot 
of good Coffee County cat- 
tle producers who succeed- 
ed in a good way inthe cow- 
calf business because they 
had good pastures, 

I am somewhat afraid 
that our pasturés may dis- 
Sappoint us this year if 
we don’t fertilize properly. 
Last year we had an abun- 
dant rainfall and pastures 
produced a lot of grass, It 
could be that a lot of ni- 
trogen, phosphorus, and 
potash left the soil this 


year, For this reason, I 
want to urge all cattle pro- 
ducers to soil test pasture 
land and then follow recom- 
mendations, As Dr, Gos- 
sett says, ‘‘Weneed towean

UNDERSIRABLE PLANTS 

J. D, Wescott of Route 
Cne, Coffee Springs, came 
in with a handful of wild 
mustard a few days ago, 
He said it was about to 
take his place, and he wan- 
ted to know some way to 
keep it under control, I 
think that a lot of folks 
have the same problem, 
This wild mustard won’t 
be a serious problem in 
corn land if the land is 
turned and prepared as 
usual before planting, How- 
ever, if you have a pro- 
blem with this on land that 
‘is not to be planted and 
would like to get rid of the 
plants, 2, 4-D at about11/2 
pounds per acre will be 
very effective. Sometimes 


you may have to put on two fm 


applications to completely 
kill the plants. 
Incidentally, there are 
several fairly new mat- 
erials on the market which 
will keep undesirable 
grasses and weeds from 
choking up fence rows and 
areas around buildings and 
other places that you want 


to Keep clean, On a lot of 


farms where we got good 
rainfall, weeds and unde- 
sirable plants and grass- 
es just about took over, 


FISHERIES BIOLOGIST 
Merrill Nail, the fish- 
eries biologist of the Ala- 
bama Department of Con- 
servation does an ex- 
cellent job in identifying 
diseases of fish. His of- 
fice is located on East Lee 
Street in Enterprise. As 
we grow in the catfish bu- 
siness, more and more 
people will have disease 
problems, Mr, Nail wants 
to help all of the growers 
as much as possible, He 
told me a few days ago 
that only live fish should 
be brought in for exam- 
ination, He has the equip- 
ment at his office to help 
in diagnosing the trouble.

“Tattletale Eyebrows” 


There’s a dead giveaway to 
some of your feelings about a 
perosn that you meet -- in your 
eyebrows, 

It’s called the “eyebrow. 
flush” -- a swift up and down 
dart of the eyebrows lasting 
upproximately one-sixth of a 
second, 

It’s difficult to catch but it 
-- or itS absence -- is quite 
meaningful, 

It means “I like you” or 
even in a male-female greet- 
ing, “I like you and I want you,” 

It crosses all language bar- 
riers and it is much more of 
i universal signal of feeling 
thin either the kiss or the 
handshake because the eye- 
brow flash is an unconscious 
reaction, That is, the individ- 
uil giving the signal generally 
is unaware that he is making 
it. 

Human behavior research- 
ers have found that the eye- 
brow flash is common among 
the peoples of all continents -- 
in everyone from un English 
queen to a desert nomad to an 
Amazon Indian to an Alabama 
college student to a Japanese 
girl... 

In most places of the world, 
the eyebrow flash does not 
occur if the people meeting «re 
not familiar with each other, 
do not like each other or are 
not immediately attracted to 
each other, The one exception 
is the flirting situation. In 
some parts of the world, nota- 
bly Japan, the eyebrow flash 
is considered a sign of sexual 
aggressiveness, 

Although the eyebrow flash 
apparently has been a part of 
our makeup for centuries, it

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Economists Agree 
On Expected Gains 
Under Phase II 


Three leading economists 
agreed that Phase II controls 
would succeed in checking in- 
flation and foresaw a sub- 
stantial rise in GNP along 
with improved business 
profits for 1972, 

Speaking on a symposium 
at the Congress of Industry, 
Dr, Walter W. Heller, chair- 
man of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers in the Ken- 
nedy and Johnson adminis- 
trations, was joined on the 
program by Dr. Henry C, 
Wallich, professor of econom- 
ics at Yale University, and 
Beryl] W. Sprinkel, senior vice 
president and economist, 
Harris Trust and Savings 
Bank, Chicago. William F, 
Buckley, Jr. was the moder- 
ator. 

Dr. Heller said he expected 
the anti-inflation program to 
stimulate business profits and 
result in ‘something close to 
a hundred-billion-dollar in- 
crease in the gross national 
product,” 

Inflation, he thought, “will 
be getting down to, roughly, 
the 8-percent end of Mr, 
Nixon’s objective” by the end 
of 1972. 

Dr, Wallich, describing the 
steps to influence wages and 
prices as an “incomes policy,” 
concluded that this effort is 
likely to redistribute income 
in favor of labor, 

“This will happen all the 
more,” he said, “if the Price 
Commission sticks to its guns 
while the Pay Board does 
not.” 

Dr. Wallich said an $85 
billion GNP rise in 1972 was 
“more plausible.”
